Threatened Outbreak 

Of Tent Caterpillars 

Throughout the southern prairies 
in Canada, forest tent caterpiars are 
hatching in great numbers this spring 
and defoliation of poplars is likely to 
be serious, states the Dominion Ento¬ 
mologist. To prevent injury to shade 
trees and shelter belts, immediate 
spraying of infested treees Is recom¬ 
mended with the following- prepara¬ 
tion : Lead arsenate paste 2% to 3 
pounds to 40 gallons of water to 
whch add 1% pounds of dissolved 
soap. 

The mixture shoud be applied as a 
)[ine spray at full pressure of the 
pump and the folage should be thor¬ 
oughly covered. 

To prevent infestation from wand 
ering caterpillars, the trees should 
also be banded with “tree-tangefoot”, 
which may be obtanined from dealers 
in insecticides. Equal parts of resin 
and castor oil boiled together make a 
fair substituite. A1 infested trees in 
the neighbourhood of an outbreak 
should be banded. The bands should 
be four Inches wide and five feet 
above the ground. Other substitutes 
for tangefoot include bands of ordin¬ 
ary sticky fly paper, axle grease or 
tar.

Lessons From Hog Grading 

A few hours at the elbow of a hog 
grader at one of the abbattoirs or 
stock yards in Canada would he time 
well spent. One may learn much 
about hog grading from reading and ! 
conversation, but the lesson is much 
more impressive if one sees a ship¬ 
ment divided into separate lots ac¬ 
cording to grade, more especially if 
the shipment contains specimens from 
ones own farm. 

A grader has three principal points 
to bear in mind—weight, length and 
form. Many hogs of ideal weight 
are assigned to the thick-smooth 
group because they are too short for 
selects. Others may have the correct 
length and weight, but are so rough 
in shoulder as to put them outside 
the seect section. One may doubt the 
justice of a grading report if he has 
never witnessed grading in practice, 
j but he is unlikely to do so if he sees 
the work done by an official grader. 

Tt is equally instructive to go 
through the packing plant and to be 
shown collections of sides made from 
hogs of different market grades. The 
Wiltshire side is of definite form, and 
of weights ranging between certain 
limits. The characfersti.es of the 
side that brings the highest price are 
we understood and the first grade of 
Wiltshire is obtainable only from a 
select bacon hog. Like No. 1. hard 
wheat, No. 1. cheese. No. 1. creamery 
butter or fancy fruit, the select hog 
is worth the higher price. A hog 
j raiser will profit greatly by visiting a 
stockyard or an abattoir . and seeing 
for himself the actual grading of a 
shipment of hogs.

' Rules & Regulations 

REGULATIONS APPROVED BY ORDER 
IN COUNCIL UNDER THE AUTHORITY 
OF “THE AGRICULTURAL SOCIETIES’ 
ORDINANCE. 

1. 'No money shall be paid out as a prize 
at any exhibition unless the same has been 
offered in the printed prize list. 

2. No prize shall be awarded to any 

cattle or horses at any such exhibition 
unless the caltle and horses at any 1 such 
exhibition are shown at halter and led out 

, for inspection by the judge/ 

3. No prize shall be awarded to any 

sheep or hogs at any such exhibition, unless 
the same are confined in pens during the 

v- exhibition. 

4. No prize shall be offered at any such 
exhibition for any unregistered stallion, bull, 
ram, or boar, or their progeny under one 
year. 

5. Any grant or portion thereof which 
would otherwise be paid to any Agricultural 
Society or Exhibition Association may be 
forfeited by the Minister of Agriculture, if 
such .Society or Association permits, during 
the holding of any exhibition, any gambling, 
objectionable gamps or immoral exhibit on 
or in the vicinity of the grounds or premises 

which such exhibition is being held. 

Rules & Regulations 

1. No person will be allowed to exhibit 
at any show of the Society who is not a 
member of the Chauvin Agricultural So¬ 
ciety. Membership fee. $1.00. 

Any intending exhibitor may join at the 
time of making entry. 

2. Entrance fee, 10 per cent of the First 
Prize in each class. 

3. All entries, including Specials must 
be made with the Secretary and close on 
July 27th at 6 p.m. No entries will be 
taken after. 

4. On the entry of each animal or article 
a card will be furnished the exhibitor spec¬ 
ifying the class, section and number of 
entry which card must be attached to the 
exhibit. 

5- Articles for exhibition must not be 
marked with name or initials, of owner. 

6. No animal or article will be allowed 
to compete for prizes in more than one 
class or more than one section of a class 
excepting group or team classes. Registered 
stock can only compete in classes for such, 
but brood mares may be shown in team 
classes. 

This regulation does not apply to entries 
for special prizes. 

7. All live stock and all other exhibits 
must be-at the Exhibition grounds not later 
than 10 a.m., on August 1st and must re¬ 
main until the close of the Exhibition, 5 
p.m. Stock judging will start 11 a.m. 

8. Live Stock must be the bonaflde pro¬ 
perty of the exhibitor 30 days. Exhibitor 
must satisfy the judges that all animals ex¬ 
hibited as pure-bred are registered in the 
stock book recognized as the standard 
throughout the Dominion and the United 
States, and produce certificates to judges. 

9. Bulls, cne year or over must have a 
ring through the nose and all horses and 
cattle to be properly' tied and secured at all 
times during the Exhibition and properly 
halter broke. 

10. In case of any dispute as to owner- 
siiip of anything exhibited, the exhibitor 
must prove his bona-fide ownership. 

11. Grain, Roots and Dairy products 
must be the property of the exhibitor, and 
produced on his farm or holding. A de- 
scripticfn of the manner of culture or cur¬ 
ing shall be furnished the Secretary if re¬ 
quired and exhibits must be on the grounds 
before 10 a.rr... on August 1st 1923. 

12. No person shall not as judge in any 
class in which he or she is an exhibitor. 

13. No exhibit shall be removed from 
the Exhibition Grounds until the olose of 

« the Exhibition 5 p.m.. unless specially 


authorized by the secretary in writing, 

14. Any person violating any of the fore¬ 
going rules shall forfeit all claims upon 
the Society to any prize to which he or she 
might other wise be entitled. 

15. Directors will ^ake every precaution 
possible under the circumstances to insure 
the safety of articles sent to the Exhibition 
and should any article be accidently in¬ 
jured, lost or stolen they will give all assis¬ 
tance in their power toward the recovery of 
the same but will not make any payment 
for the value thereof. 

17. All protests against the ruling of the 
judges must be lodged with the secretary 
immediately, the day of the Exhibition, $2 
to accompany protest. 

18. No person except judges and those 
in charge of the hail shall be allowed in the 
buildings from 11 a.m.. on August 1st until 
after the judges have discharged their 
duties. 

19. Members and attendant free admis¬ 
sion to the grounds on production of ticket. 

20. Entrance fee 'to grounds, 50c. Children 
under 12. free. Autos and rigs, 25c. 

21. Articles not named in this list can¬ 
not be entered for prizes. 

22. Non-compliance witli the rules of the 
Society on the part of a member or exhibit¬ 
or or his employed shall incur the forfeiture 
of any prize awarded and such member 
may be suspended or expelled from the So¬ 
ciety therefore. 

23. No animal or article exhibited shall 
have on or about it any prize colors or 
cards until awards have been made in re¬ 
spective classes, 

24. Prize tickets will be: 1st. Red: 2nd 
Blue: 3rd. White; 4tli. Yellow, and must 
be attached to exhibit. 

25_ In case of less than three entries the 
award will be made at the discretion of, thr^| 
judge. 

27. Hay and water will be furnished free 
for Live Stock. 

28. Membership fees for 1924 will be de¬ 
ducted from prize money won in excess of 
one dollar by the exhibitor.
